The  gentleman  from  South  Carolina  sa  s.

Mv  friend’s  error  con- 
sists in  s para tmg  that  class  from,  and  carrying 
if  against  the  whole  mass  of  British  oopula- 
tion.  It  is  unfair,  in  estimat  ng  its  consequence, 
to  look  only  to  the  divided  effect  of  which  it  is 
capable  It  ought  to  be  viewed  as  a co  opera 
ting  portion  of  opposition.  In  that  country 
there  will  always  exist  an  opposition.  And  the 
question  in,  what  quantum  of  weight  will  be 
thrown  by  the  discontents  of  the  manufactu- 
rers, into  the  scale  of  that  opposition,  whicl 
is  made  up  of  the  friends  of  Irish  emancipation 
— the  friends  of  parliamentary  reform — those 
who  are  opposed  to  the  continental  war,  ami 
that  system  of  corruption  and  burthen  of  taxes 
existing  in  that  country.

ous villas — all  the  luxury  of  wealth?  In  these

The  shipments  made  prior  to 
that  time,  were  made  when  the  repeal  of 
our  law"  might  have  been  fairly  anticipated, 
and  under  ignorance  of  its  continued  exis- 
tence A still  stronger  class  ot  cases  is  that 
winch  consists  of  purchasers  prior  to  the  2d 
February,  1811.  They  bought  when  the  trade 
was  unrestricted,  and  of  course  violated  nei- 
ther the  prohibitory  provisions  of  the  law,  nor 
the  policy  of  the  government.  VV’hsn,  by  the 
president's  proclamation  of  the  2d  of  Novem- 
ber, 1810,  it  became  unlawful  to  introduce 
ibeir  goods  subsequent  to  the  Jd  of  February, 
they  abstained  from  their  introduction.  Whilst 
they  ordered  their  goods  not  to  be  shipped 
from  Great  Britian,  and  thus  abided  by  and 
conformed  to  the  law,  as  good  citizens,  others 
violated  the  law  and  introduced  their  goods 
after  t lie  the  2d  of  February,  1811.  These 
were  relieved  from  the  forfeiture*  and  penal- 
ties which  they  had  incurred  by  the  law  of 
the  ensuing  month,  prescribing  as  the  rule, 
the  time  of  departure  from  the  British  ports 
and  not  the  arrival  in  America  of  the  vessel 
Shall  we  then  thus  suffer  the  violators  of  the 
law  to  escape,  and  punish  its  observers  ? 

With  regard  to  all  who  shipped  after  the  1st 
d August,  the  plea  of  ignorance  of  the  contina 
nance  of  the  non  importation  cannot  be  urged 
They  knew  they  were  acting  contrary  to  the 
law.  They  were  fully  apprised  of  the  tact  too, 
that  this  house  had  refused,  before  the  declar- 
ation of  war,  to  suspend  the  operation  of  the 
law.  They  were  probably  also  informed,  that 
alter  that  event,  propositions  to  repeal  and 
modify  it  were  re  jected.  Tl.e  state  of  war  it- 
self rendered  tiie  trade  unlawful.

And  here 
fie  felt  himself  constrained  to  acknowledge 
that  lie  had  never  been  more  embarrassed  in 
the  consideration  of  any  subject  whatever. — 
He  was  impelled,  on  the  one  hand,  by  an  al- 
most irres  stible  disposition  to  grant  the  re- 
lief asked  for  ; and  on  the  other,  he  had  i lie 
strongest  conviction  of  the  utility  of  the  res- 
trictive system,  and  the  necessity  of  clinging 
to  it.  The  difficulty  lay  in  reconciling  an  act 
of  liberality  to  individuals  with  the  public  in- 
terest. Their  case  undoubtedly  presented 
, ag^u.st  a moat  sa-j  powerful  pretensions  to  the  generosity  of  go- 
ti  ng  u,  the  restnc-l  vernmem. — What  was  it?  The  repeal  of  our 
non-importation  law  had  been  made  to  depend 
upon  the  revocation  of  the  orders  in  council. 
It  they  w*ere  so  revoked  or  so  modified  as  that 
they  ceased  to  violate  our  neutral  rights,  the 
prudent  was  required  to  declare  the  fact,  by 
his  proclamation,  and  then  our  law  ceased.  It 
was  immaterial  what  was  the  manner  of  re- 
pealing or  modifying  them.  All  that  our  few 
demanded  w*as,  whether  the  one  or  the  other, 
n whatever  form  the  repeal  or  modification 
was  ordained,  the  repealing  or  modifying  in- 
strument should  produce  a given  effect.  It 
was  not  to  he  denied  that  the  order  of  the 
i'rioce  Regent  of  the  23d  June  last,  would 
have  produced  this  effect.  It  satisfied  our 
few.  It  was  quite  a different  question,  whe- 
ther independent  of  the  few , it  w as  such  an 
aoandpnmcnt  of  their  system  as  ho  would  re - 
qu.re.— fie  entertained  no  doubt  that  it  would 
h-«ve  been  the  bounden  duty  of  the  chief  ma- 
giSlrktc*  if  the  two  countries  bad  remained  at 


merely  to  instances  of  moial  tuipitudc— to 
felony  and  homicide;  and  every  gcr.tk-man 
will  see  and  feel  its  enormity.  No,  sir,  let  its 
not  pollute  our  hands  will  this  we  re -gild. 

The  pisposcd  equivalent  contemplates  tak- 
ing from  the  merchant  his  extraordinary  profit, 
leaving  him  tiie  ordinary  profit ; fixing,  there 
fore,  a rule  for  fu  ure  violations.  Now  the  or 
dinary  profit  is  » xuctly  that  with  which  the 
merchant,  ,d  a regular  course  of  trade,  will  In 
contented.  He  will  trade  with  alacrity  under 
the  firm  of  the  United  States  Sc  Co  n you  wdi 
leave  him  his  customary  profits,  taking  only 
(he  excess.  But  he  would  ask,  if  the  firm  ge  ts 
into  complete  operation,  what  would  become 
of  the  extra  profit  ? Holding  the  opinion  that 
he  did,  m favor  of  the  law  of  non-importation, 
he ifelt  himself  under  the  necessity  of  deiend- 
iog  it  no  less  against  the  open  assaults  of  its 
avowed  enemies,  than  the  effects  of  tbe  princi- 
ple contended  for  by  its  professed  friends,  lie 
was  alone  tiie  solitary  (lie  feaied  feeble) advo- 
cate of  the  law.  The  consequence  of  a gener- 
al remission  of  the  forfeitures  was  its  virtual 
repeal.  The  consequence  also  of  the  equiva- 
lent contended  for,  by  fixing  as  a standard  the 
extraordinary  profit,  was  its  virtual  repeal.  He 
was  for  a remission  in  the  specified  cases, 
where  remission  appeared  to  him  to  be  due.— 
He  vas  for  an  enforcement  of  the  few  in  *L 
other  cases — He  was  opposed  t#  tbe  establish- 
ment of  a principle,  which  if  practised  upon, 
and  he  did  not  see  how  it  was  not  to  be,  ,f 
once  adopted,  under  the  delusive  idea  of  tak- 
ing the  extraordinary  profit,  most  completely 
prostrated  the  few. 

But  this  principle  of  an  equivalent  was  un- 
just or  impracticable  m operation.  One  mer

ACCOMPANYING  THE  GOVERNOR'S 
MESSAGE. 

G .vt  rnor  Shelby  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Frankfort,  (Ken.)  Sept.  5,  1813. 

Sir — in  a government  possessing  the 
same  extent  ol  territory  as  that  of  the 
U.  States,  with  her  inhabitants  scattered 
and  detached,  and  organized  as  it  is,  that 
energy  cannot  he  exercised  as  in  go- 
vernments mote  compact. 

Impressed  with  the  truth  of  the  pre- 
ceding fact;  and  being  called  by  my  fel- 
low-citizens to  fi  11  the  executive  depart- 
ment ot  the  government  of  this  state  and 
having  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the 
important  station,  I feel  it  a duty  incum- 
bent on  rne^to  state  to  you  sir,  for  the 
consideration  of  the  President  oi  the  U. 

States,  my  ideas  on  the  subject  oi  war 
measures  north-west  of  the  Ohio  river. 

When  the  north-western  army  com- 
manded by  general  Hull  marched,  all 
western  America  were  flattered  with  the 
hope  ot  success  ; too  soon  have  we  ex- 
per  enced  a rev  rse,and  tiiat  hope  which 
beamed  in  eveiy  countenance  a tew  days 
since,  is  now  filled  with  astonishment, 
with  mortification  & anxiety,  arising  Irom 
a apid  succesion  ol  misfortunes,  un- 
known in  tiie  annals  of  our  historical 
events.  The  surrender  of  the  fort  ot 
Michilimacinac  and  it*  garrison — De- 
troit and  the  army  commanded  by  gene- 
ral Hull — the  evacuation  oi  Cnicago  and 
the  n.urde.r  of  the  garrison  on  the  way 
from  thence  to  fort  Wayne  by  the  Indi- 
ans, are  distressing  facts. 

The  Indians,  thus  elated  with  success, 
encouraged  and  supported  by  the  British 
from  Canada,  wiil  now  endeavor  to  ix- 
iend  their  savage  & barbarous  devasta- 
tions along  the  extensive  fronter  of  the 
state  ol  Ohio,  and  the  several  territories, 
unless  checked  by  tiie  detachment  of  mi- 
litia lately  ordered  from  this  state  by  my 
predecessor,  and  the  .regular  troops  who 
have  mat  ched  inn  er  colonel  Wells.  It 
is  believed  from  information  received 
Irom  various  sources,  that  the  Indians  are 
collecting  in  force  at  several  points  from 
Lake  Michigan  to  ilie  Mississippi  river, 
with  intent  io  make  vigorous  attacks  on  j to  believe, they  have  not  received  tiie  t 


botti  the  Indiana  and  Illinois  territories, 
and  si.onld  they  lie  successful  in  a direc- 
tion towards  Vinccnm  s,  we  shall,  I Icar, 
lor  a time  have  the  Ohio  river  fora  bar- 
rier from  tiie  mouth  of  Kentucky  to  the 
junction  ol  Ohio  and  the  Mississippi. 

1 o regain  possession  of  the  posts  on 
the  waters ofthe  Lakes  will  require  time 
but  in  the  mean  while,  to  stop  the  inva- 
sion of  the  enemy  is  all  important  to  the 
w elfare  of  our  common  country.  It  is 
expected  that  the  troops  that  have  march- 
ed and  now  marching  from  this  state,  the 
state  of  Ohio  and  Indiana  territory,  will 
he  so  arranged  by  governor  Harrison,  (in 
whom  they  have  great  confidence,)  as  to 
protect  the  great  extent  of  frontier,  and 
to  act  offensively  likewise,  if  properly 
supplied  with  provisions  and  other  ne- 
cessaries. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  from  the  suc- 
ces  our  Indian  enemy  have  met  with,  and 
he  aid  they  will  receive  from  the  British 
j'kat  'v  will  be  subdued  this  campaign 


to  lie  observed  by  any  otficer  appointed 

0 command  in  this  section  of  the  U.  S. 
however  skilful  the  commander,  and 
however  judicious  the  arrangements  may 
be  at  the  moment  when  made,  circum- 
stances often  occur  which  render  a 
change  necsssary.  On  an  emergency  of 
ibis  kind,  to  be  compelled  to  have  re- 
course to  the  war  department,  forward  a 
statement  of  facts,  and  receive  an  answer, 
will  not  only  greatly  retard  the  move- 
ments of  an  army,  but  may  wholly  defeat 
the  desired  object. 

From  the  same  source  other  causes 
may  arise,  which  will  often  delay  the 
marching  of  an  army— perplex  both  offi- 
cers and  soldiers,  have  a tendency  to  dir- 
gust  men  with  the  service,  and  in  a long 
tedious  war  render  it  difficult  for  gov. 
vernment  to  call  forth  those  resources- 
which  the  exigency  of  the  case  may  rew 
quire. 

The  cases  here  alluded  to,  will  arise1 
from  occurrences  which  it  will  be  im- 
possible for  you  to  correct  in  due  time? 
and  which  have  come  within  my  own  ob- 
servation in  times  past;  Inattention,  or 
any  other  misconduct,  in  quarter-masters, 
contractors,  commissaries  and  pay-mas- 
ieis,  or  either  of  them,  in  the  western 
country,  so  distant  from  you,  may  pro- 
duce irremediably  misfortune. 

The  circumstances  which  lead  me  to 
these  reflections,  arise  from  the  delay 
which  took  place  in  marching  the  first 
detachment  oC  the  militia  from  (his  star's 
under  general  Payne.  Notwithstanding 
th?  emergency  of  the  case  required  tiie 
utmost  promptitude,  being  intended  to 
succour  general  Hull  ; vet  every  thing 
necessary  for  tneir  equipment,  except 
ai  ms  and  ammunition,  was  purchased  and 
prepared  after  matching  o.deis  were  is- 
sued ; and  the  dispatch  at  last  is  greatly 
to  be  attributed  to  the  exertion  of  indivi- 
viduals  ; nay,  even  the  patriotic  spirit  of 
the  ladies  in  making  markees  and  tents.. 
Allhough  it  would  have  been  impossible 
for  this  army  under  any  arrangement  to 
have  reached  Detroit  in  time  to  have  re- 
leved  general  Hull — yet,  if  it  had  not 
been  detained  at  Georgetown  ami  N w- 
Port,  waiting  for  the  necessary  supplies 
at  both  places,  possibly  bv  forced  match- 
es, tiie  garrison  at  Chicago  might  have 
been  saved. 

1 am  not  y spoSt-d  to  find  fault  wilh  any 
arrangement  winch  has  been  made,  nor 
with  any  officer  of  any  department  of  the 
government  ; yet.  when  important  facts 
occur  they  ought  to  be  made  known,  and 
the  evil  in  future  prevented.  When  the 
orders  issued  for  calling  into  active  ser- 
vice. three  regiments  of  this  states’  quo- 
ta of  the  100,000  militia,  tiiey  were  pro- 
mised two  month  s pay  at  the  place  of 
rendezvous.  This  I am  informed  w as 
complied  with.  In  two  or  three  days  afk 
ter  these  regiments  marched  from 
Georgetown,  a requisition  was  made  for 
the  residue  of  this  states’  quota  : Three 
regiments  of  infantry  and  about  3C0  caw. 
airy  have  marched  to  join  Otn.  Pavne  ; 
and  three  other  regiments  have  crossed 
the  Ohio  below  into  the  Indiana  and  Illi* 
nois  territories.  These  troops  are  cetv 
tainly  entitled  to  every  compensation  and 
equipments,  which  those  first  ordered  in- 
to service  received yet,  1 am  induced

imparted  one  parcel  ol  incrdiamliae  on  whndii  they  are  elated  and  will  art  with  more  u- 


months  pay  in  advance,  nor  scarcely  any 
other  article  of  equipment  to  make  them 
comfortable,  and  protect  them  from  the 
inclemancv  ofthe  weather,  nor  hospital 
stores. — Such  is  the  fact  as  respected  iwo 
regiments  and  the  cavalry,  that  passed 
this  place.  Men  who  engage  for  so  long 
a tom*  as  six  months,  are  compelled  to 
expend  money  for  necessary  articles  of 
clothing,  pd  the  cavalry  in  consider  ihie 
addition  to  tiiat  ofthe  inf  ntiv.  At  ny 
thousand  dollars  ol  debts  have  been  * on*-- 
traded,  under  a confidence  that  two- 
months’  pay  in  advance  would  oc  made 
to  the  whole  oi  the  militia,  when  called 
into  actual  service.  Both  debtors  and 
creditors  have,  been  disappointed,  except 
a*  to  the  three  first  regiments ; which 
has  occasioned  murmuring!*  and  discone. 
tent — a circumstance  to  be  regretted,  not 
only  as  it  respects  the  soldiers  and  t licit 
creditors,  but  as  to  the  effect  it  may  have 
on  a future  call  of  tlte  militia. 

To  aid  tiie  great  objects  ofthe  govemr 
mem  in  arranging  and  sa  trying  on  the. 


accessary  \m  measures,  'is  the  duty  of 
every  American  citizen  ; but  more  esp;  - 
c y is  i>  tiiu  nuty  of  those  characters 
who  are  selected  in  the  several  stages,  to 
ca  ,y  into  effect  the  executive  depart- 
ments thereof.  Since  coining  into  my 
pi  cs,  nt  otficc,  1 have  seriously  reflecteu 
on  the  present  situation  of  our  North- 
Western  frontiers,  and  am  induced  to  be- 
lieve, that  unless  some  change  of  mea- 
sures are  adopted,  the  objects  of  the  pre- 
sident as  contemplated  at  present  will  be 
deieated,  however  wisely  planned  ; much 
blood  be  spilt  unnecessary — immense 
sums  of  money  impropt  riy  spent; — and 
what  I most  apprehend  and  dread,  a dis- 
satisfaction among  our  citizens  to  the 
great  cause,  from  some  oi  the  reasons 
heretofore  assigned.  ' 

To  remedy  the  mischiefs  apprehended, 
I will  take  the  liberty  oi  suggesting  to 
the  president,  the  propriety  ot  appointing 
a board  of  respectable  characters,  resident 
in  the  Western  country,  responsible  to 
him,  in  any  way  which  it  shall  he  his  plea- 
sure to  direct,  with  power  to  call  into  ser- 
vice, under  the  laws  ol  Congress,  the  mi- 
litia, which  may  be  required  from  time  to 
time  from  the  states  ot  Kentucky,  On  o 


pleased  to  communicate  is  duly  apprcci- 

ited. 

The  embarrassments  attending  the  or- 
ganization, direction,  and  supplies  of  any 
force,  with  the  diliiculty  of  determining 
lie  amount,  and  time  which  exigences 
may  require,  at  so  distant  a point  from  the 
scat  of  government,  have  been  sensibly 
felt.  To  find  an  adequate  remedy,  has 
engaged  much  of  the  attention  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive. 

From  a board  of  intelligent,  influen- 
tial, and  patriotic  citizens,  much  useful 
information,  and  other  essential  advanta- 
ges might  be  derived.  Whether  they 
could  be  clothed  with  the  powers  sug- 
gested, is  a question  requiring  conside- 
ration. To  meet  existing  emergencies 
after  consulting  the  lawful  authority  ves- 
ted in  the  president — it  has  been  deter- 
mined to  vest  the  command  of  ail  the 
forces  on  the  western  at.d  north-western 
frontier  in  an  officer,  whose  military  ciia- 
t actor  and  knowledge  of  the  country,  ap- 
pear to  be  combined  with  the  public  con- 
fidence Gen.  Harrison  has  accordingly 
been  appointed  to  the  chief  command, 
with  authority  to  employ  officers,  and  to 
draw  from  the  public  stores,  and  every 


and  the  territories  ol  Indiana  and  Illinois,  other  practical  source,  all  the  means  of 


to  direct  their  operations  either  ol  offence 
or  defence— to  require  from  the  war  de- 
partment all  the  munitions  oi  war  neces- 
sary for  the  supply  of  the  troops,  and  all 
necessary  equipments — and  to  have  the 
controul  over  the  subordinate  agents  ot 
the  war  department,  within  the  district 
assigned  ; — to  make  it  the  duty  ot  the 
board  to  report  to  the  department  of  war, 
from  time  time,  the  measures  by  them 
adopted. 

A board  thus  organ1  zed  would  not  fail 
of  success  in  all  the  war  measures  in  this 
section  of  the  United  Stales  : Character- 
properly  selected  to  such  an  office,  would 
fet  i a prompt  desire  to  promote  our  com- 
mon couse  ; from  their  knowledge  ol  the 
country,  they  would  be  able  to  direct  the 
necessary  operations  against  the  enemy, 
and  whenever  necessary,  being  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  army,  give  their  advice  to 
the  officer  commanding,  and  order  out 
detachments  to  his  aid,  or  divert  the  ene- 
my so  as  certainly  to  insure  success  in 
the  main  enterpt is* , and  secure  our  fron- 
tiers from  savage  cruelty  and  devas.a- 
tion. 

If  such  a board  was  now  organized,  and 
had  the  controul  of  the  present  armament, 
1 would  pledge  myself  the  Indians  would 
have  cause  to  lament  this  campaign,  and 
their  temerity  in  joining  the  British  and 
deserting  the  friendship  of  the  U.  States 
This  is  not  a singular  or  novel  idea — it  is 
one  formerly  entertained  ana  practised 
by  general  Washirgton,  when  president 
of  the  United  States,  and  still  adhered  to 
bv  all  men  of  experience  in  this  country 

While  I am  writing  this  letter,  I have 
received  a dispatch  from  Gov.  Harrison, 
dated  ai  Piqua  of  the  2d  inst  in  which  he 
informs  me  that  Gen  Winchester  was  or- 
dere  d on  to  take  the  command  of  the  de- 
tachment sent  on  from  this  state  for  the 
rebel  of  Gen.  Huil.  This  arrangement 
at,  once,  divides  the  army  under  governor 
Harrison,  and  renders  either  part  unequal 
to  any  object  of  importance,  and  ruins  the 
fairest  prospect  ol  the  expedition.  It 
shews,  however,  in  the  strongest  point  of 
view,  the  utility  ot  the  plan  that  1 pro- 
pose, of  forming  a board  of  war  measures 
In  the  western  country,  who  would  have 
a clear  knowledge  of  the  whole  ground 
before  them,  and  could  project  plans  a- 
gainst  the  enemy,  which  might  with  cei  • 
taioty  be  carried  into  complete  effect 
Notwithstanding  our  late  ill  fortune  on 
the  ldkes,  I made  great  calculations  up- 
on the  army  under  Gov.  Harrision — had 
they  proceeded  rapidly  on,  it  is  more  than 
probable,  he  could  with  the  force  he  had, 
retaken  Detroit  with  very  little  loss.  In 
his  army,  were  many  of  the  most  influ- 
ential and  r<  spcctable  citizens  ol  this 
state,  from  whom  every  thing  was  t’o  be 
expected,  which,  possibly  could  be  at- 
chievecl  by  any  set  of  men  on  earth.  And 
I believe  had  his  march  not  been  inter- 
rupted, in  a very  short  time,  we  should 
have  seen  the  flag  of  the  United  States, 
again  waving  on  the  bank  of  lake  Erie. 

Before  I had  concluded  this  letter,  in- 
formation is  received  that  a number  of 
families,  had  been  killed  by  the  Indians 
on  the  wafers  of  White  river,  twelve  or 
fifteen  miles  from  the  Ohio,  in  the  India- 
na territory  ; and  that  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  are  crossing  to  this  state  by  hun- 
derds.  Should  the  Indians  attack  the 
territories  of  Indiana  and  Illinois,  in  that 
force  which  the  present  situation  of  our 
affairs  as  relates  to  the  war  against  Can- 
ada seems  almost  to  invite  them  to,  there 
is  no  power  here  to  order  men  out  of 
this  state  to  their  assistance,  nor  is  there 
the  smallest  provision  made  of  arms  or 
ammunition  for  an  expedition,  should  it 
be  expedient  to  carry  one  hits  the  Indian 
towns,  to  draw  them  front  our  frontiers 
into  their  own  country 

I have  written  you  a long  letter  ; the 
happiness  and  welfare  of  my  country 
have  prompted  me  to  it,  and  will  I trust, 
be  a sufficient  apology.

FROM  A LATE  LONDON  PAPER. 

GREEK  FIRE. 

Mr.  Editor — Having  seen  in  y*ur 
very  respectable  paper  a statement  of 
the  wonderful  effect  of  he  Greek  fire, 
discovered  by  captain  Maguire,  an  Irish 
gentleman  ot  great  ingenuity,  i beg 
leave  to  state  to  you  the  exact  particu- 
lars. 

About  a fortnight  since, this  gentl  man 
at  the  solicitation  of  several  respectable 
persons,  made  an  experiment  in  the  riv- 
er, near  Cue  1st  a water  works,  by  sinking 
a bottle  taat  held  three  pints  of  liquid, 
much  resembling  in  appearance  com- 
mon blacking  for  hoots.  To  the  neck  of 
this  bottle  fastened  a small  fuse  which 
was  lowered  over  the  wail  into  the  river 
seven  feet  deep.  The  explosion  was 
dreadful,  and  the  effec  t equally  so,  it 
having  blown  up  24  feet  of  tne  wall,  with 
large  stones,  at  least  two  hundred  weight 
that  were  clapped  together  with  iron. 

The  officers  and  gentlemen  that  were 
present,  amongst  whom  were  colonels, 
Wilson  and  Lowe,  general  Baker,  enpts. 
Mullan  and  Nunn,  were  positive  that  a 
column  of  not  less  than  seven  tons  of  wa- 
ter was,  with  the  stones,  &c.  thrown  to 
the  height  of  sixty  feet  above  the  level 
of  the  river.  Another  property  it  pos- 
sesses still  more  dreadful  and  which  no 
human  foresight  can  prevent,  is,  that  it 
will  float  on  the  surface  of  the  water  as  a 
vast  liquid  mass  of  fire — consequently 
sending  it  into  a harbor  with  the  tide,  it 
will  burn  all  before  it. 

The  major  general  of  the  ordnance, 
with  a true  wish  to.  encourage  genius, 
has  afforded  Mr.  Maguire  every  assist- 
ance in  his  power,  as  it  was  by  his  im- 
mediate desire,  it  is  said,  he  came  to  this 
country.  Was  real  merit  thus  counte- 
nanced in  our  own  nation,  there  would 
not  be  such  emigration  of  men  ot  abilities 
to  other  kiif£doms.

“ In  the  two  seiges,  the  deliverance  of 
Constantinople  may  be  chiefly  ascribed 
to  the  novelty,  the  terrors,  and  the  real 
efficacy  of  the  Greek  Eire.  The  impor- 
tant secret  of  compounding  and  directing 
this  artificial  flame  was  imparted  bv 
Callinicus,  a native  of  Heliopolis  in  Sy- 
ria, who  deserted  from  the  service  of  the 
caliph  to  that  of  the  emperor.  The 
skill  of  a chymist  and  engineer  was  e- 
quivalent  to  the  succour  of  fleets  and  ar- 
mies ; and  this  discovery  of  improvement 
of  the  military  art  was  fortunately  re- 
served for  the  distressful  period,  when 
the  degenerate  Remans  of  the  East  were 
incapable  of  contending  with  the  war- 
like enthusiasm  and  youthful  vigour  or; 
the  Saracens.  The  historian  who  pre-J 
sumes  to  annalize  this  extraordinary! 
composition  should  suspect  his  own  ig-| 
norance  and  that  of  his  Byzantine  guides,  j 
so  prone  to  the  marvellous,  so  careless, ! 
and,  in  this  instance  so  jealous  of  the  j 
truth.  From  their  obscure,  and  perhaps  ' 
fallacious  hints,  it  should  seem  that  the 
principal  ingredient  of  the  Greek  fire  I 
was  the  naptha, or  liquid  bitumen,  a light,  j 
tenacious,  and  inflamable  oil,  "which 
springs  front  the  earth,  and  catches  fire 
ss  soon  as  it  comes  in  contact  w ith  the 
air.  The  naptha  was  mingled,  1 know 
not  by  what  methods  or  in  what  propor- 
tions. with  sulphur  and  with  the  pitch 
that  is  extracted  from  evergreen  fires. 


thick  smoke  and  a loud  explosion,  pro 
ceedcd  a fierce  and  obstinate  flame,  which 
not  only  rouse  in  perpendicular  ascent, 
but  likewise  burnt  with  equal  vehemence 
in  descent  or  lateral  progress;  instead  oi 
being  extinguished,  it  was  nourished  ana 
quickened,  by  the  element  ol  water  ; and 
sand,  urine,  or  vinegar,  were  the  only  re 
medics  that  could  damp  the  fury  of  this 
powerful  agent,  which  was  justly  de- 
nominated by  the  Greeks,  the  liquid,  oi 
maritime , fire-  For 4 he  annoyance  ofth* 
enemy,  it  was  employed  with  equal  ef- 
fect, by  sta  and  land,  in  battles  or  in  sie- 
ges. It  was  cither  poured  trom  the 
rampart  in  large  boilers,  or  launched  its 
red  hot  balls  of  stone  andiron,  or  dartre 
in  arrows  and  javelins,  twisted  roum 
with  flax  and  low,  which  had' deeply  im- 
bibed the  inflammable  oil  i sometimes  it 
was  deposited  in  fire-ships,  the  victims 
and  instruments  of  a more  ample  revenge 
and  was  most  commonly  blown  through 
long  tubes  of  copper,  which  were  planted 
on  the  prow  of  a galley,  and  fancifully 
shaped  into  the  mouths  ol  savage  mons- 
ters, that  seemed  to  vomit  a stream  of 
Jjquid  and  consuming  lire.  This  impor- 
tant art  was  preset  ved  at  Constantinople, 
as  the  palladium  of  the  slate;  the  gal- 
lics and  artillery  might  occasionally  he 
lent  to  the  allies  of  Rome  ; hut  the  com- 
position of  the  Greek  fire  was  concealed 
with  the  most  jealous  scruple,  and  the 
terror  of  the  enemies  was  increased  and 
prolonged  by  their  ignorance  and  sur- 
prise. In  the  treatise  of  the  administra- 
tion of  the  empire,  the  royal  author  sug- 
gests tne  answers  and  excuses  that  might 
best  elude  the  indiscreet  curiosity  and 
importunate  demands  ol  the  Barbarians.) 
They  should  he  told  that  the  mystery  nfj 
the  Greek  fire  had  been  revealed  by  an 
angel  to  the  first  and  greatest  oi  the  Con- 
stantines, with  a sacred  injunction,  that 
this  gift  of  heaven,  this  peculiar  blessing 
ot  the  Romans,  should  never  be  commu- 
nicated to  any  foreign  nation  : that  the 
prince  and  subject  were' alike  bound  to 
religious  silence  under  the  temporal  and 
spiritual  penalties  of  treason  and  sacril- 
ege ; and  that  the  impious  attempt  would 
provoke  the  suade.n  and  supernatural 
vengeance  of  the  God  of  the  Christians. 
By  these  precautions,  the  secret  w-s  con- 
fined, above  four  hundreds  years,  to  the 
Romans  of  the  east  ; and  to  the  end  of 
the  eleventh  century,  the  Pisans,  to 
whom  every  sea  and  every  art  were  fa- 
miliar, suffered  the  effects,  without  un- 
derstanding the  composition  of  the  Greek 
fire.  It  was  at  length  either  discovered 
or  stolen  by  the  Mahometans  ; and,  in 
the  holy  wars  of  Syria  and  Egypt,  they 
retorted  an  invention,  contrived  against 
themselves,  on  the  heads  of  the  Christians. 
A knight,  who  despised  the  swords  and 
lances  of  the  Sara  eus,  relates,  with  heart- 
felt sincerity,  his  own  fears,  and  those  of 
his  companions,  at  the  sight  and  sound  of 
the  misrhevious  engine  that  discharged  a 
torrent  ot  the  Greek  fire,  the  feu  Gr< ge- 
ois , as  it  is  styled  by  tiie  more  early  of  the 
French  writers.  It  came  fllying  through 
the  air,  says  Joinvilie,  like  a winged  long- 
tailed dragon,  about  the  thickness  of  an 
hogshead,  with  the  report  of  thunder  and 
the  velocity  of  lightning  ; and  the  dark- 
ness of  the  night  was  dispelled  by  this 
deadly  illumination.  The  use  of  the 
Greek,  or  as  it  might  now  be  called,  of 
the  Saracen  fire,  was  continued  to  the 
middle  of  the  fourteenth  century,  when 
the  scientific  or  casual  compound  of  ni- 
tre, sulphur,  and  charcoal, effected  anew 
revolution  in  the  art  of  war  and  the  his- 
tory of  mankind.

If  the  charges  of 
these  men  are  true,  I am  certainly  the 
proper  subject  of  punishmen  ; if  they 
are  not,  the  covert  assersions  of  men  who 
are  afraid  or  ashemed  to  put  their  names 
to  their  publications,  ought  not  to  operate 
to  my  injury.  I pray  you,  my  friend,  use 
your  influence  and  requst  all  my  friends 
to  use  theirs,  to  settle  the  public  mind  by 
a public  enquiry — a court  martial  would 
by  me  be  preferred  1 trust  the  assembly 
will  order  it,  or  instruct  the  governor  to 
do  so.  I am  willing  to  take  up  these 
publications,  aided  by  any  m ire  they  can 
invent  or  scrape  up,  summon  the  authors 
to  appear  as  parties,  prosecutors  or  w t- 
ncsses,  and  let  a trial  progress.’

Dlah  Genehal, 

After  a fatiguing  m..rch  of  three  days  and 
one  night  from  Greenville,  I arrived  with  the  I 
detachment  under  my  command  at  a town  on. 
the  Mississinewa,  thought  by  the  spies  to  be' 
Silver  Heels  town  ; but  proved  to  be  a town 
settled  by  a mixture  of  Delaware  and  Miami 
Indians. 

About  8 o’clock  on  the  morning  of  the  17th, 
undiscovered,  a charge  was  made  upon  the 
town,  when  many  fled  over  the  river,  others 
snm  rd  i d — those  who  fled  made  resistance 
after  cr  sing,  by  firing  across  the  rivei 
Thii  j-s  en  prisoners  are  taken,  whom  I siiai 
bring  in  with  me,  including  men,  women  am' 
children— seven  warriors  were  killed.  Aft, 
disposing  of  the  prisoners  I marched  a part  o 
the  detachment  down  the  river,  and  bum* 

three  Tillages  without  resistance;  I then  r. 
turned  ami  encamped  on  the  ground  wlici 
stood  tie  first  village  attacked. 

This  morning  about  day  light,  or  a little  bt 


fore,  my  camp  ws3  attacked  by  a party  of  Indi- 
ans (the  nnnibci  unknown,  but  supposed  to  be 
between  two  and  three  hundred)  on  my  right 
hue  occupied  by  Major  Ball’s  squadron,  win. 
gallantly  resisted  them  for  about  three  quai 
ters  of  an  hour,  when  the  Indians  retreated,  af- 
ter being  most  gallantly  charged  by  Capi. 
Trotter  at  llie  head  of  his  troop  of  cavalry* 
We  lostjin  the  fust  action  one  killed  and  oiie 
wounded,  (by  accident  the  last) — in  the  ac- 
• ion  of  tli is  morning,  we  have  eight  killed, 
and  about  twenty  five  or  thirty  wounded;  not 
having  yet  gotten  a report,  I am  unable  to  state 
the  number  exactly.  The  Indians  have  lost 
about  fort)  k lied,  lr-  m the  discoveries  now 
made ; the  spies  are  out  at  present  ascertain- 
ing the  (lumber.  1 have  sent  to  Greenville  for 
a reinforcement,  and  send  you  this  hasie 
-ketch.  A detailed  report  shall  hereafter  b 
made  known  to  you,  noticing  particularly 
those  companies  and  individuals,  who  have 
distinguished  themselves  signally. 

I anticipate  another  attack  before  I reach 
Gr.  enville,  blit  rest  assured,  my  dear  general, 
hei  shall  be  warmly  received.  I have  a de- 
re  rhrmrt  composed  of  the  bravest  fellows, 
both  officers  and  soldiers,  in  the  world.  Our 
return  will  be  commenced  this  morning'.  A- 
inong  our  killed  I have  to  deplore  A lie  loss  of 
the  brave  Capt.  Pierce — Lieut.  Waltz,  ofCapt. 
Markle’s  troop  of  cavalry  is  also  mortally 
wounded.  Their  gallant  conduct  shalhbe  no- 
ticed hereafter

Har- 
rison, with  the  following  copy  of  a letter,  ad- 
dressed by  him  to  the  secretary  of  state,  ten- 
dering bis  resignation  as  governor  of  the  ter* 
ritoy  ot  Indiana. 

HEAD  QUARTERS,  N.  W.  Army, 
Delaware,  Dee.  28,  1812. 
Sra— Having  been  informed  that  the  Senate 
of  the  United  States  bad  postponed  a decision 
upon  my  nomination  to  the  rank  of  Brigadier 
in  the  army,  until  it  should  be  ascertained  that 
I would  relinquish  the  office  of  governor  of  the 
Indiana  territory;  and  believing  that  no  such 
relinquishment  had  been  insisted  on  from  oth- 
ers, under  similar  circumstances,  I refused  to 
make  the  required  declaration.  1 have  lately 
heard,  however,  that  die  nomination  has  been 
sanctioned,  and  although  it  is  not  my  wish  to 
accept  ot  the  military  appointment,  I have  de- 
termined to  resign  the  civil  office;  and  accord- 
ingly request  the  president  to  receive  tins  as 
mv  resignation  of  the  government  of  the  Indi- 
ana territory,  and  my  wish  not  to  he  consider- 
ed as  a caiid  date  for  a re-appointment 

Upon  leaving  an  office  so  important  as  that 
Wuicli  I now  give  up,  and  to  winch  I have  been 
successively  appointed  by  an  Ad a Je  ffer- 

son, and  a Madison,  1 cannot  but  derive  great 
satisfaction  from  the  reflection,  that  I have 
been  fortunate  enough  to  execute  evert  com- 
maud,  that  have  received  from  the  gene- 
ral government,  ft  is  a source  ol  still  greater 
pleasure  to  tne,  to  know,  that  during  my  ad- 
ministration ot  upwards  of  twelve  years,  in 
u lucli  no  small  share  ol  the  whole  powers  of 
government  were  placed  in  my  hands,  I have 
uniformly  green  to  those  powers  a construc- 
tion the  most  favorable  to  the  liberties  of  the 

people ; that  no  instance  oi  injustice  or  op- 
.pressjou  towards  a single  individual  has  been 
charg.  d against  me ; no  civil  officer  deriving 
Ins  commission  from  me  has  been  dismissed; 
and  that  trom  the  day  ot  my  assuming*  the  go- 
vernment, to  that  of  my  departure  trom  the 
territory,  I have  never  ceased  to  receive  une- 
qu  .vocal  evidence,  of  attachment  and  affliction, 
from  its  citizens. 

\\  ill  you  be  pleased  sir,  to  assure  the  presi- 
dent ot  my  eternal  gratitude  for  the  manv 
marks  ot  Ins  confidence  which  1 have  received', 
and  accept  for  yourself  the  assurances  of  mv 
greatest  respect  and  esteem.

The  public  do  not  seem  to  have  formed  a de- 
cided opinion  of  the  conduct  of  those  officers; 
and  we  h ve  refrained  from  expressing  ours 
until  we  obtained  a clear  view  of  the  whole 
ground  on  which  they  acted— contenting  our- 
selves with  re-publishing  the  statements  of 
both  of  them. 

General  Porter’s  conduct  during  the  last  ses- 
sion of  Congress,  had  before  sickened  us  with 
him  as  a public  character  One  of  the  loudest 
war-hawks  at  the  commencement  of  the  ses- 
sion, he  yet,  with  many  of  his  Ne\v-York  col- 
leagues, deserted  his  party  to  promote  the 
election  ofDe  Witt  Clinton. 

Smyth’s  gasconading  proclamations,  success 
alone  would  excuse  ; and  of  that  he  should 
have  been  certain,  before  they  were  issued— * 
otherwise  the  obvious  effect  would  be,  to  sink 
his  own  reputation,  ana  the  credit  of  our  arms. 
So  far,  however  from  h is  having  strong  grounds 
on  which  lie  might  rely  for  success,  he  issued 
them  Without  once  thinking  of  the  means  ne- 
cessary to  accomplish  the  object  which  he  ;<d 
in  view.  Neither  boats  nor  provisions  appear 
to  have  been  provided  in  9uffi<  ent  quantities; 
lie  emharkt  d some  ot  his  men  before  he  knew 
these  obsL.icIcs  existed  ; .and  still  was  igno- 
rant of  the  disposition  of  part  of  bis  army,  as 
to  crossing  the  lines 

Porter  backed  the  gasconades  of  Smyth,  and 
when  the  latter  abai  doned  the  entc rprizc,  com 
trarv  to  all  rules  of  military  discipline,  pub- 
lick.lv  charged  his  commander  with  cowardice 
and  treason 

In  this  state  of  affairs,  the  militia  are  dis- 
missed to  their  homes  ; the  army,  after  the 
sacrifice  of  some  gallant  men,  retired  into  win- 
ter quar.ers  ; and  Smyth  must  account  to  his 
superiors  for  the  failure  of  his  enterprize. 

In  his  official  dispatch  of  Dec.  4,  he  states 
that  “ the  contractor  was  called  on  to  furnish 
“ rations  for  2500  men  for  four  days,  when  it 
“ was  found  he  could  furnish  the  poik,  hut  not 
“ the  flour.  Sixty  barrels  were  required,  only 
“ thirty -five  were  furnished.”  Again  : “ It  has 
“ been  in  the  power  of  the  contractor’s  agent 
“ to  excite  some  clamour  against  the  course 
“ pursued.  lie  finds  the  contract  a losing  one 
“ at  this  time  ; and  would  wish  to  see  the  ar< 
“ my  in  Canada,  that  he  might  not  be  hound 
“ to  supply  it.”  And  in  his  letter  to  see-ral 
gentlemen  of  New  -York,  of  December  3,  lie  re 
quests  them  not  “ to  join  in  th  senseless  cla 
motir  excited  against  him  by  an  interested 
man,”  and  * h is  coniracter  and  interested  man 
appears  to  be  no  other  than  the  aforesaid  gen 
era  l Porter. 

General  Porter,  it  seems,  had  read  these  of 
ncial  statements  in  the  printing-office, and  per. 
ceiving  that  some  clamour  might  be  excited 
against  him,  for  not  supplying  the  army  witl 
provisions,  he  endeavt  ms  to  cast  the  failure  ol 
the  enterprize  from  his  own  shoulders.,  12nd 
therefore  “ does  not  hesitate  to  ascribe  it  to 
the  cowardice  of  Gen.  Smyth  ” 

1 hose  publications  produce  a duel  heetweefl 
t he  two  renoArned  and  valient  generals,  m com- 
p m\  “ with  their  friends  and  surgeons  !’*  (care-

Counterfeit  Aanhville  Ban I Notes. 

A lew  counterfeit  notes  of  ten  dollars 
of  the  Nashville  bank,  have  been  detect- 
ed in  circulation  within  a lew  days  past — 
the  paper  of  these  notes  s much  coarser 
than  the  genuine  bank  paper — of  a dark 
colour — has  a cloudy,  muddy  look,  and 
when  between  the  fingers  is  harsh  and 
coarse.  The  execution  of  the  copper 
plate  part  of  the  note,  is  not  so  well  exe- 
cuted as  the  genuine  notes,  and  the  device 
very  distinct,  particularly  the  word  « Ten- 
nessee." Colton , which  in  the  genuine 
note  is  very  distinct,  but  in  the  counter- 
feit’s is  hardly  legible.  The  signatures 
of  the  President  and  Cashier  are  tolera- 
bly well  executed,  but  appear  *.o  be  filled 
in  with  the  pen  from  the  plate,  and  have 
a rough  aupearrnce — they  arc  shorter 
than  the  genuine  notes  of  t lie  baii^  about 
a quarter  ot  an  inci,;  and  a very  Slight 
hair  stroke  across  tin-  “ ’h"  in  tlie  word,

the  filling  up  lie  date  of  the  counterfeit 
notes  ol  the  bank,  and  the  figures  in  the 
date  and  number  are  badly  nude — the 
difference  in  the  paper  s so  obvious,  that 
there  is  no  difficulty  in  distinguishing  the 
counterfeits  from  the  genuine  notes  oi.
